Events of the last few weeks clearly show that soccer in 
Sydney is having severe convulsions. 


Federation President Frank 
Parsons, undoubtedly one of 
the game’s mest able administ- 
rators, as well as management 
committee member Arthur 
George have resigned follow- 
ing a clash with clubs at a 
special meeting. 

There is hardly an official 
in Sydney without a list of 
complaints, real or imaginary. 

Everybody haying a tele- 
phone within arm’s reach 
dictates statements to the daily 
newspapers, clouding issues 
or creating new ones. 

Soccer in Sydney is in a 
mess, aS far as its administ- 
ration is concerned. 

What does surprise us, 
though, is that leading Feder- 
ation officials have once again 
failed to read the signs of 
brewing trouble. 

They completely misjudged 
the mood of the clubs and in 
at least two matters that 
needed delicate handling —— 
the ‘apology case” and the 
tour revenue division — they 
suffered serious loss of prest- 
ige. 

. Actually, the present par- 
oxysms of soccer shouldn’t 
surprise anybody. 

Qn August 4 we warned: 

“Just as the current race 
tiots in the USA were almost 
predictable through the num- 


erous signs, one has the im- 
escapable feeling that events 
in Australian soccer are 
approaching some kind of an 
explosion. 


“Whether our officialdom is 
aware of this or not, discon- 
tent with the leadership both 
on a national and NSW State 
level is enormous.” 

If the NSW Federation was 
not aware of this, they are 
now. 

The big, $64 question that 
must be answered is: where 
do we go from here? 

Frank Parsons, despite his 
excellent qualities, can be re- 
placed and so can the manage- 
ment committee members, 
whether they are forced out 
or resign voluntarily. 


The clubs have the power 
and constitutional means to 
do either. 

But frankly, that would 
solve nothing or very little. 

Our troubles are much more 
deep-rooted and they couid 
not be eliminated by simply 
electing nine new men into 
the management committee. 


What is really wrong is our 
system of management and 
administration. 

As we have said many 
times in this newspaper and 
say it again: the NSW Feder- 


ation needs urgent and intelli- 
gent re-organising. 

There are lots of avenues 
that can lead out of today’s 
chaos but they have to! be 
noticed, explored, tested and 
finally instituted. 

To resist reforms any fur- 
ther is bordering on lunacy. 

If the Vatican Curia can be 
streamlined and modernised, 
there is no reason to claim 
that the constitution of the 
NSW Federation ‘“‘mustn’t be 
touched”’. 

That is the crux of the 
whole matter — our system 
of management is fundament- 
ally bad and‘no matter how 
devoted and talented men you 
put in charge, sooner or later 
they all end up victims ‘of 
this system. 

@ Last week we forwarded 
a five-page precis, prepared! 
by cur Editor, Paul Dean, to 
ali Kirst Division clubs as 
well as the NSW Federation. 

This goes much further than 
offering “constructive critic- 
ism”; it suggests very definite 
and concrete changes in our 
management system. 

it is net being claimed that 
this document is a faultless 
masterpiece; no doubt, it can 
be improved on. 

But it was intended as a 
starting point, a launching pad 
so to say.

Sunday's play-off between Pan Hellenic and Croatia, the 
first match of the attractive double-header at the Showground, 
could set the winner on the road to the Grand Final on Septem- 


ber 24. 


Its generally agreed that 
APIA’ will fill one of the 
Grand Final berths, but the 
ether spot is wide open and 
the winner of this match may 
have taken a big step towards 
qualifying for the Grand Fin- 
al. 


Both teams would be worthy 
Grand Final contenders. 

It’s hard to imagine two 
teams with more dissimilar 
styles in Sydney. 

Pan Hellenic are an all- 
action side; impetuous, fiery 
and always on the move, they 
can be relied on 90 minutes 
ef sustained crowd-pleasing 
attacking football. 

An attacking team, they 
often sacrifice all to the offen- 
sive and there’s rarely a dull 
moment with them. 

Croatia are the complete 
opposite. 

They are the most method- 
ical side in Sydney soccer who 


play a cool, deliberately cal- 
culated game in both defence 
and attack, and when they 
play it’ well, as they did 
against APIA last Sunday, can 
be quite irresistible. 

Croatia play the best version 
of the 4-3-3 in Sydney, in 
sharp contrast to Pan Helle- 
nic who seldom care too 
much about tactics and just 
play the game by ear, doing 
what comes naturally. 

This will undoubtedly be a 
battle royal between Pan Hel- 
lenic’s attack and Croatia’s 
defence. 

Though APIA overshadow- 
ed both Croatia’s defence and 
Pan Hellenic’s attack in the 
competition, on their day 
Croatia have the best rear- 
guard in Sydney and Pan 
Hellenic the deadliest attack. 

Should both these divisions 
be at their peak on Sunday, 
this could be a head-on clash 
to remember. 


Croatia, in the past, have 
usually fared well against Pan 
Hellenic, whose impetuousity 
has often been ensnared in 
Croatia’s tight, defensive web.

Brazil’s European tour

In Scotland a man was stabbed and seriously 
injured outside the Dundee United ground before 
the match against Celtic. He was rushed to hosp- 
ital for treatment. Thirty minutes after the game 
started, a bottle was tossed at Dundee left winger 
Davy Wilson, The Rangers v. Norwich game was 
held up while stewards and police searched the 
grounds after a bomb had been reported planted 
at the field. Nothing was found. Fighting broke 
out behind one of the goals at Tottenham in the 
Hotspurs match against West Ham. A Siok had 
to be ejected by police.
